During the conversation the 
names of Messrs. Massey of Delaware, Cheney 
uf New Hampshire, Campbell of Illinois, and 
Carteg of Montana had been mentioned, but 
he was not advised as to whether the nominee 
had made the definite selection. An inquiry 
was made as to whether all these gentlemen 
were members of the National committee. 

Mr. Kreis of Missouri moved that a com- 
mittee be appointed by the chair to act upon 
the Presidential and Vice-Presidential nomi- 
nees and ascertain their preferences in the 
matter. The motion was lost. Mr. Fassett 
suggested that possibly Mr. Elkins might in- 
form the committee as to Mr. Harrison’s 
choice.

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Shocking Cartoon of Mr. Gladstone in Cir- 
culation ~ Mr. Baifour Greeted by a 
Groauing Mob at Sheffield—Stanley In- 
treduces His Wife at the End of a 
Speech—Mr. Healy Under a Guard of 
Priests and Armed Policemen—The Sit- 
uation Summed Up. 

Lonpon, June 27.— Tho Star today says that 
the Tories at Salisbury have issued a cartoon 
entitled The Grand Old Man's Last Jour- 
ney. It depicts Mr. Gladstone, with his 83 
years, bearing a palm in his left hand and his 
Home-Rule bill in his right, being dragged 
down to hell by the Devil. The cartoon has 
so shocked the electors, even those who are 


| politically opposed to Mr. Gladstone, that 


most of the copies have been called in. High 
prices are offered for the remainder that are 
still in circulation. . 

The Pall Mall Gazette commenting today 
upon the assault made upon Mr. Gladstone at 
Chester Saturday and his denunciations of 
Tory methods of intimidation, says that Mr. 
Gladstone’s language is harmless when it is 
compared with the Tory methods of venting 
their hatred during the “jingo” period. At 
that time unsavory letteragreached Mr. Glad- 
stone and his wife by every post. Sometimes 
the writers sent postcards to Mrs. Gladstone 
on which, expressed in the foulest language, 
were revolting wishes for her destruction. 
Some depraved writers of these cards said 
they hoped that she and her daughters might 
be subjected in their last extremity to outrage 
similar to that to which Bulgarian women 
were subjected. 

A dispatch received from Hawarden this 
morning says Mr, Gladstone’s eye is free of 
pain, and that he has nearly recovered from 
the injury sustained Saturday. He expects to 
be able to start for Midlothian Wednesday. 


Mr. Gladstone's visit to Chester Saturday was 
in the interest of Baron Halkett, the Liberal can- 
didate for that borough, who is making a strong 
canvass with good prospects of success. The 
sitting Tory member for the borough, Rob- 
ert Armstrong Yerburgh, was elected in 1886 
through the influence of the Duke of Westmin- 
ster, who is the ground landlord of half Chester. 
Yerburgh's majority in 1886 was only 66. The 
previous year the Liberal candidate, Dr. W. B. 
Foster, now member for one of the Derbyshire 
divisions, carried the seat by a majority 
of 300. The Duke of Westminster 
is again actively supporting the Tory 
candidate, who 1s quite wealthy and who is spend- 
ing money freely. The publicans and brewers are 
also arrayed on the side of the Tory, and drinks 


are cheap and rows are plentiful. The constitu- 


ency is a small one, numbering only about 6,000 
votes. The election will occur next Monday, and 
the chances are that the Liberal will win there. 


HEALY TRAVELING UNDER GUARD. 


Priests and Armed Policemen Protect Him 
Near Dublir. 

Dunz, June 27.—The aniagonism against 
Timothy Healy apparently grows by what it 
feeds upon and he finds traveling in Dublin 
and the vicinity quite dangerous. He attended 
a meeting at Arklow, thirty-nine miles south- 
east of Dublin yesterday. So many threats 
had been made against him that he found it 
necessary to have a body guard composed of 
priests and two policemen. The latter were 
armed with rifles. Extra policemen were on 
duty at every station at which the train 
stopped.

Healy was to travel over the line and hostile 
crowds gathered at each station. The presence 
of the police prevented any overt act, but the

He Makes a Speech on the Eight-Hour Day 
and Introdtices His Wife. 
Lownon, June N. Henry M. Stanley, who 
is the Uniontst te for House of Com- 
mons in the Northern District of Lambeth, 
attended a meeting held in that division today 
and addressed the electors froma cart.

SALISRUBY ISsUES AN ADDRESS. 


He Appeals for a Ciutinuance of Peace in 
: ireland, 

Lonpon, J une 27.-~, Salisbury has is- 
sued an address to thé ¢lectors of the kingdom. 
The document, „ femminding them that 
their votes wil {decide whether Par- 
liament shall be @mpowered to grapple 
with important social. questions or wasted 
upon the protracted Irish struggle, contends 
that the working classes are so powerful that 
no party is likely to disregard their unani- 
mous wish, The vital question of 
Ireland overtops all of the rest. 
The Ulster election is of terrible impor- 
tance of mistakes in other questions may be 
repaired; but here crisis is supreme. A 
wrong decision will mean a bitter, protraeted 
struggle, culminating probably in civil war, 
or even doom the loyalists to the most dread 
subjection to their, ancient and unchanging 
enemies, 3 

The address implores the electors to pause 
before deciding to reverse the policy of centu- 
ries. ‘* We do not indeed know, continued 
“the details of the revo- 
lution proposed nor the precise designation 
of its appearance. Hollow. and fragile securi- 
ties will doubtless be offered to allay your 
fears and hide the wrong that is being done. 
They will serve to hinder the world from see- 
ing the full cruelty of this abandonment, 
though they will certainly hinder nothing 
else.“ 

A long and powerful arraignment of the 
Gladstone policy then follows, the address 
dealing strongly upon the evidence of the 
Ulster coaventions, concludes by praying 
the electors not to shitter the peace and order 
now reigning in Irel resulting from a long 
period of steady government.

He has determinedly opposed compromise with 
the Redmondites on the terms which they have 
offered. They wanted to retain thirty seats. 
Healy would be willing to concede them six, 
where a majority of the electors are in their favor. 
Farther than that he would not go. He says they 
are pledge-breakers and have forfeited their seats. 
Ifthey would hold them they must fight for 
them. He admits that the fight will result in 
the loss of some seats to the Tories, 
but he says that Tories are less ob 
jectionable than the R ondites. The latter 
if they were numerous in the next House of Com- 
mons would give great trouble to Mr. Gladstone 
when he comes to introduce his Home Rule bill. 
They would pose as the representatives of the 
people of Ireland.“ If they are reduced to a bare 
half a score they will not count. The great ma- 
jority of the Irish home-rulers agree with Healy, 
and the Redmondites will nearly all lose their 
seats as a consequenee of his firm de- 
termination. Such of them as represent 
Ulster constituencies have already withdrawn 
from them. They have taken refuge in the Irish 
cities on the western seaboard and around Dub- 
lin. Evenin those places they are threatened 
with overwhelming defeat. They blame Healy for 
all their troubles. They stir up mobs in Dublin and 
the Irish towns against him. But the honest 
masses are with Healy, though they do not al- 
ways approve of his virulent language. 

In the district around Arklow, where Healy 
was hooted Sunday, the Nationalist candidate is 
Mr. Sweetman, a returned American who made a 
fortune in wheat-growing in Minnesota and cat- 
tle-raising in Montana. He ought to be well 
known in Chicago, where he attended the Irish 
Nationalist conventions. The Redmondite candi- 
date is one Corbett, an ex-clerk of the Lunacy 
Commissioners, who is now in receipt of a pen- 
sion. The Irish “patriots” of the pot-house 
variety are willing to break heads for him. 

In Cork, where there were riots also Sunday, 
John Redmond’s brother William, a high falutin 
orator known among his associates as “Silly 
Billy.“ is one of the candidates of his faction and 
the Mayor of Cork, a distiller named Horgan, is the 
other. Opposed to them are Maurice Healy, the 
brother of the redoubtable Tim, and Martin 
Flavin, who beat the elder Redmond so badly last 
winter after the death of Parnell. The bad feei- 
ing then engendered has broken out again. The 


fact that Healy’s brother is a candidate intensifies 


it. Of course young Redmond has no chance’ of 
winning, bat he can make trouble. 

It will hardly add to the vote of the Redmond- 
ites that their followersin Limerick should kick 
and beat so respectable a man as Jeremiah Jor- 
dan. That gentleman is a leader among the Irish 
Methodiste. He is now the anti-Redmondite can- 
didate in North Fefmnagh., for which young Red-

“KILLED IN COURT. 


TLE VICTIM’S BROTHER. 


- He Pleads Guilty Before Judge Martine 


and Meets Death on His Way to Pris- 
on—Young Divin Now in the Tombs 
~Departure of the Peary Relief Expe- 
dition—The Rev. Thomas Dixon Ar- 
raigned-—Steamer Vega Reports No Col- 
Iision at Sea, | 
New Yorx, June 7.— [Special. I—In the 
Court of General Sessions today, in sight of 
the Judge, the jury, and the crowd, a young 
man, a cripple, said to be half-witted, shot 
down the man who had just pleaded guilty to 
assaulting his sister, He shot him from his 
seat among the spectators overlooking the 
aisle as two court officers led the prisoner 
past him to the pen. The bullet struck the 
victim over the heart and he slipped to the 
floor dead. The man who was shot was Max 
Clerget, 18 years old. The girl he had as- 


‘saulted was his sister-in-law, Sarah Divin, 


aged 15. The man who shot him was Edward 
Divin, Sarah’s older brother. 

Max Clerget’s brother married Sarah’s sis- 
ter. Thay lived at No. 548 East Fifteenth 
street. Sarah Divin lived with them and took 
care of the children when her sister. was away. 
June 18 she was alone with them when Max 
Clerget came inand assaulted her. When 
her sister came home Sarah told her story. 
Mrs. Clerget went promptly to the police, 
and that same evening Max was arrested. 
June 22 he was brought upto plead, but the 
case was put over till today. 

He Pleads Guilty as Charged. 

Judge Martine was holding court and at 
11:40 o’clock Clerget was led to the bar to 
— To the question of the clerk whether 

was guilty or not guilty Clerget answered, 
with apparent unconcern, Guilty.“ 

**Remanded for sentence until Friday,“ 
said the Judge, and turned toward the witness 

The trial went on, while the court officer led 
prisoner back toward the pen, past his 
victim and her sister, past the dense crowd of 
spectators, who sat on the sloping tiers of seats 
craning their necks to see him. 

Back on the second or third seat from the 
top of the slope and directly over the aisle sat 

ward Divin, the cripple. He had craned 
his neck forward with the rest to hear Clerget 
omen Now that he was being led toward him 
e settled himself back on his seat and fol- 
lowed his every step with burning eyes. 

Suddenly, as the prisoner and policeman 
came directly in front of and below him, 
cripple, witha quick movement, drew a pistol 
from his hip pocket, leveled it at the prisoner, 
and fi It was done so quickly that the 
movement was hardly seen by anybody. 

A Scene of Wild Disorder. 


The instant the shot was fired the court- 
room was in a tumulf. As one man, thes 
tators, Judge, and jury sprang to their feet. 
Judge Martine clutc the front of his desk, 
and, standing on tip-toe, tried to peer over 
the heads of the spectators. 

Thomas Hunig, a juror, fainted. A uni- 
vereal scramble was made for the rear of the 
court. 

It was ten minutes before any one fully 


was sitting in the seats at the rear of the 
court-room on the same bench with the 
assailant. As Divin.sprang up and fired Col- 
lier jumped up and wrenched the smoking 
pistol out of his hand. Divin was perfectly 
calm. He gave up the pistol without the 
least struggle. . 

„Good God, man,” cried Collier. What 
have you done?“ i 

“That man assaulted my little sister, ex- 
claimed Divin, in a matter of fact tone. 

Clerget lay gasping on the floor. A dozen 
men laid hold of the murderer and dragged 
him out of the dying man’s sight. Policemen 
McCann and Brown took charge of Divin, and 
he was handcuffed to Brown. As the cuffs 
were slipped over his wrist Divin wrenched 
his hand away. Leave my hands alone, he 
cried. “ I'll go with you all right enough.“ 

He Refused to Talk. 

As Divin was lea out of the court-room the 
crowd surged about him. The crowd saw a 
thin, poorly dressed man about 25 years old, 
who walked with a limp. The man looked 
and acted liked asimpieton, Divin sat down 
at. Coroner Schultze’s desk and began to try 
and pull off his handcuffs. He wrenched and 
twisted his arms about to such an extent that 
in ten minutes time the flesh on either wrist 
was raw. He kept his eyes fixed on his hand- 
cuffs and paid no heed to the policeman’s 
questions. 

Coroner Schultze at once ordered Divin to 
be brought before a Police Justice. Just as he 
was leaving the Coroner’s office he told his 
name and address, then he became silent 
again and refused to talk about the murder, 

At 12:30 the body was placed on a stretcher 
and removed to the City Hall police station. 

At the Tombs Divin was taken to the second 
tier, where he was searched, A small sum of 
money was found upon him, and he was then 
locked in. 

As the lock was turned upon him the maa 
burst into tears, flung himself upon his cot, 
and buried his head in his hands. While on 
the way up to the Tombs. he was asked why 
he had killed the man. He replied: 

He assaulted my little sister, so I gave 
him his deserts. At that time he appeared 
to be in the possession of his right senses, but 
after he had said this he acted like a haif- 
witted man. 

As soon as the shot was fired Agent Stock- 
ing of the Gerry Society caught the girl by 
the arm and led her out of the court-room. 
As she reached the door she turned about and 
stretched out her arms toward the slayer. 
Then Stocking hurried her down the hall, over 
through the streets to the roums of the so- 
ciety, where she is now. 

History of Clerget’s Movements, 

Clerget had been in this country seventeen 
months. He was born in Paris and came 
over here at that time. He éxpected to get 
employment here. At the time of his arrest 
in answer to the question. Are you guilty or 
not guilty?” he wrote, “I:-am not guilty.” 
After he had signed his name he took the pen 
and scratched out the word not.“ Ho was 
taken tothe Tombs and locked up. It was 
then that he wrote his confession and sent it 
to Commodore Gerry’s Society. The confes- 
sion read as follows: ; 

J am sorry for all that I have done, but I was 
foolish like almost all the fellows, not think 
of what could happen tome. Now, what can 
do? Commit suicide or what? Please tell me 
what to do and I will do it. 

Sent to the Hospital Ward. 


At the Tombs Divin gave his age as 25 

ears, his occupation that of an embroiderer, 
bis residence as No. 444 Fast Eighteenth 
strect. Beyond that he would not say any- 
thing. He appeared to be dazed. -Warden 
Fallon gave it as his opinion that Divin was 
shammi The latter had told his cellmate 
that he did not drink, but Warden Fallon 
detected the fumes of liquor upon Divin, 
and the Warden believes that the man was just 
recovering from a _ prot spree. He con- 
tinually asks for his sister Sarah. He later 
was removed to the hospital cell and a con- 
stant watch was ordered set upon him by the 
Warden, as it was feared he would try to do 
himself bodily harm, Warden Fallon got 
from him the fact that he had had a serious 
“operation performed on his head at one time. 
Divin later said that he did not remember 
shooting Clerget and that he had never owned 
a revolver in his life. He is unmarried.

New York, June 27.—[Special. |—Great joy

learn any late particulars of the great ocean 
mystery when they were told that the overdue 

Vega had arrived. The Portuguese steamer 


reached quarantine at .5:12 a. m.

It was unquestionably u great battle, and one 
that will be long remembered. 

Coney Island was crowded all the afternoon 
with sporting men eager to get their money up 
on the man they could get the best lines upon. 
Both Dixon and John- 7 
son weighed in user 
117 pounds and there 
was considerable sur- 
prise at the English- 
man’s ability to get 
down to that weight 
and still look strong 
and fit to fight.

A great 
shout went up. for all thought Johnson was going 
out in the first round, but he pluckily stuck to his 
work and took his medicine, The gong sounded 
time, and this saved him. His seconds had him 
in shape in less than the minute, and he came up 
strong. 

Round 2—Dixon forced the fighting, which was 
fast and furious, and did tne bulk of Isading.

As 
before, he fell short, but when George rushed him 
he planted his right fuli in Dixon's face, and in 
the clinch which followed punched him hard in 
the stomach. Afterthe break-away Dixon was 
more careful, finding that his opponent was a 
great in-fighter and capable of getting away from 
punishment. 

Round 4—Johnson came up strong, which 
forced Dixon to be a little more cautious. They 
sparred a few seconds for an opening, when 
Dixon came with a rush and planted his left on 
Johnson’s stomach and with the same swing 
landed it on his jaw while he followed at up with 
a right-hander on the neck. Johnson planted his 
right heavily on Dixon’s ribs and some hard in- 
fighting followed before the call of time. 


Johnson Was Full of Fight, 


Round 5—Johnson was full of fight and he fol- 
lowed Dixon all over the ring looking for an oben- 
ing. He led lightly with his left, but got a stiff 
counter on the jaw for his pains. Dixon then 
rushed him and landed a good left, only to re- 
ceive a blow twice as hard on the side of his 
head from Johnson's right. They came to close 
quarters a number of times during this round 
and clinched repeatedly. They had to be sap- 
arated a number of times, and the round finished 
in favor of Dixon. 

Round 6—Both men came upstrong. Johnson 
led with his left on Dixon’s chest. Dixon on a 
rush swung his left on Johnson’s stomach and 
again in the face. Onthe next rush he landed 
again the same way, but got a stinging clout on 
the side of his head with Johnson's right. He 
rushed his man and fought like a tiger with both 
hands. Johnson held his own in pretty good 
form and banged away with both hands. 

Round 7—Johnson’s mild lead was followed b 
a swinging right, which made his head go we 
quick. Dixon used both hands to advantage and 
landed many good biows, and would doubtless 
have finished his man had it not been for the 
clever dodging of the English lad. 


Checked Mr. Dixon, 


Round 8—Dixon started to do his fighting with 
the left hand, but after receiving two or three 
swinging right-handed blows he came to his 
senses and was forced to use his right hand for 
all it was worth. Both fought well all through 
the round. 

Round 9—Dixon was not overanxious to get 
into close quarters and nt as muchof the 
round as possible in walking around and spar- 
ring. He only fought when he got a good openi 
or was forced to do Johnson landed sever 
blows on Dixon’s Leid with telling effect. If 
anything Jobnson had a shade the best of the 


round. 

Round 10— Dixon held off until he got a good 
opening. Then he landed on his opponent with 
both hands and fairly staggered the Englishman.

‘MURDERED BY POISON 


ASTOUN pine CRIMINAL CAREER OF 
DR. T. N. CREAM. 


Arrested for Killing Six Women in London 
He Is Identified as a Former Resident 
of Chicago—Murder Combined with 
Blackmail Was His Constant Practice— 
Sentenced to the Joliet Penitentiary for 
Life for Poisoning Old Man Stott, and 
Discharged at the End of Ten Years. 


The’ identification in London, England, of 
the man calling himself Thomas Neill, or 
O'Neill, who is charged with poisonmg Ma- 
tilda Clover and four or five other women, 
and whose crimes rival those of Jack the 
Ripper.“ seems to be complete. Thomas 
Neill is no other than Dr. Thomas Neill 
Cream, who for several years lived in Chica- 
go. Cream was born in Scotland, educated 
in Canada as a physician, and came to Chica- 
go in 1877, after being strongly suspected of 
implication in several fatal cases of malprac- 
tice in Canada. He opened an office on West 
Madison stJeet. 

In 1880 Cream and a female confederate, 
Hattie Mack, were indicted for criminal prac- 
tice. The Mack woman confessed, but Creain 
got a separate trial and was acquitted. He 
was indicted in Novembsr, 1880, for sending 
improper postal-cards through the mails. He 
gave bond on this charge and jumped his bail. 

In February, 1881, Cream made the 
acquaintance of Mrs, Stott, the wife of 
Daniel Stott, a station agent for the North- 
western railroad at Garden Prairie. Stott 
was 61 years old: his wife 33. Stott suffered 
froin epileptic fits, and his wife induced him to 
visit Cream’s office. The doctor prescribed 
for him, and for several months Mrs. Stott 
came to Chicago to get medicine for her 
husband. 

Saturday, June 11, 1881, Cream gave her 
two prescriptions to be filled. Cream said 
that Buck & Rayner’s was a responsible 
firm,“ and that she must go there. This she 
did, being accompanied by the doctor. Then 
the two ,walked back to Cream’s office. 

One prescri tion called for calomel and 
sugar in capsules; the other for a harmless 
mixture containing one drachm of liquid 
strychnine. 

Tampered with the Medicine. 


Mrs, Stott swore afterward that Cream 
took the capsules from her, in- 
serted a white powder, and 


gave them to her, telling her to give them to 
her husband at bedtime and to repeat the 
dose “if he did not keep quiet.“ 
one of her stories. but on another occasion 
she denied having seen him manipulate the 
capsules. 

tott met his wife at the station. Next day 
he seemed well. He went to bed at 8 o’clock, 
reached for the capsules an hour later, swal- 
lowed three of them and the liquid mixture 
prescribed, and in twenty minutes was dead. 

No suspicion attached at first to the manner 
of Stott’s death. Everything would probably 
have remained unknown but for the action of 
Dr. Cream himself, 

Cream wrote to the Coroner of Boone 
County demanding an inquest on the body of 
Stott. No atteption being paid to this he 
wrote again as the Coroner to try the 
medicine left on a dog. The Coroner tried it 
and the dog died. A chemical analysis of 
Stott’s 22 revealed 3 grains of strych- 
nia, enough to kill half a duzen adults. 

An inquest resulted in holding Cream for 
murder. He was convicted and sent to Joliet 
for life. Mrs. Stott swore that Cream’s scheme 
was to have her give him power of attorney 
and then sue Buck & Rayner for $10,000 for 
putting up improper medicine. Mrs. Stott 
admitted her improper relations with Cream, 


but denied complicitly in the poisoning. She 


was allowed to go free. 

In 1891 Gov. Fifer commuted Cream’s sen- 
tence to seventeen years, which, with good be- 
havior in prison, gave him his liberty that 
year. He went to Canada and thence to En- 
gland, where he passed as Thomas Neill. He 
is now in custody on the charge of poisoning 
an abandoned woman, and the suspicion at- 
taches to him of being the murderer of four or 
five more of like character. In each case 
strychnine was the agent. 

A Druggist’s Experience. 

Frank rh sy pharmacist at No. 438 West 
Madison stree ee the Ae account of 
his er 

“The first time — 22 was called to 
him was in 1880, when he had killed a 
woman under his care by malpractice. 
He tried to got the colored nurse to burn the 
house but failed. His arrest; trial, and ac- 
quittal attracted attention at the time but 


soon died out. Next thing I knew of him he 


tried to implicate me in one of 
his murders. The way he worked 
the blackmail scheme on me seems to have 
been his favorite method. In 1881 a Miss 
Stack called with a prescription from Cream. 
It was harmless. She left the store and walked 
in the direction of Cream’s office. She was 
found dead the next morning. Cream 
then called to warn me about having 
an error which caused the 
girl’s death and wanted me to destroy the 
prescription. I asked him if he thought me 
a fool and ordered him outof the store. Then 
he wrote me several letters witha blackmail- 
ing tendency, warning me to look out. 
Matters were becoming interesting when his 
connection with the death of Stott at Belvi- 
dere was made known. Since then I have 
known but little of him.“ 

J.B. Rayner of Buck & Rayner told the 
story of the Stott case substantially as the 
foregoing, adding that it was the intention of 
Cream and Mrs. Stott to get married if they 
obtained the $10,000.

Dr. A. J. Park Indicted.

WHY THE PEOPLE OPPOSE FREE COIN- 


Those people in Colorado and the other 
mining States who refuse to support either 
the Republican or the Democratic ticket at 
the coming election because of the attitude 
taken by both the great parties in regard to 
silver are laboring under an astounding de- 
lusion. If the rest of the people in the United 
States could believe what these soreheads and 
their editorial organs profess to believe, that 
the free coinage of silver would at once ele- 
vate the value of the metal to $1.29 per ounce, 
and keep it there, both parties would have 
vied with each other to see which could most 
loudly and emphatically indorse free coinage. 
For that is just what we all want. If under 
free coinage silver would be advanced to $1.29 
per ounce it would thea be at par with gold 
on the basis of 16 to 1 in weight, and exchange- 
able with it on equal terms both for domes. 
tic and foreiga trade, and for export on its 
value, the same as gold. The closest thinkers, 


the best financiers, and tens of million of 
other people in the United States wozld be- 


giad of such a condition of things. But these 
thinkers and investigators, and the rank and 
file in both parties, have joined in denodneing 
the free silver coinage scheme as a humbug, 


a delusion; and they insist on doing nothing 


in regard to silver coinage that does not in- 
clude its parity with gold. In other words, 
they insist that the silver dollar must contain 
a dollar's worth of silvar. On this side are 
ranged the great mass of thinking people, the 
capitalists, the merchants, every man who owns 
a demand note, a policy of insurance, or a de- 
posit account in the savings bank, and all who 
have in any way a fixed income. On the other 
side are the silver miners of Colorado, Idaho, 
Montana, and Nevada, only a few thousand of 
them all told, who insist that free coinage 
would lift silver from 89 tents to $1.29 per 
ounce and keep it there, but have never yet 
explained how that would do it. These min- 
mg folks, or some of them, propose to quit 
both the great parties and get up a little side- 
show party of their own, taking themselves 
practicaliy outof the pending Presidential 
contest. And all because they cannot see 
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‘what is self-evident to the great mass of the 


people, that if the free coinage of silver were 
granted it would not Benefit the silver mines 
one iota, as the silver would have no purchas- 
ing power above that conferred by its com- 
mercial or bullion value. 

There is no money interest, no fiscal inter- 
est, no creditor or debtor interest that would 
oppose them for a moment if able 
to believe their contention. All would 
giadly accept the argument and flock 
to the free coinage standard as reagily 
as St. Paul submitted when convirced 
he had been in error. The sensible people of 
both parties denounce the free silver scheme 
hecause they are sure it would end disastrous- 
ly and injuriously to all the interests of the 
Nation, and they refuse to jump into the 
chasm of folly. Thesilver mine owners are 
being opposed not for political reasons, but 
for the economic one that they are entirely in 
the wrong in their contention. The sooner 
they recognize this fact the better it will de 
for themselves as well as for the public peace 
and prosperity.

ROWDYISM AT ENGLISH AND IRISH ELEC- 
TIONS. 

Mr. Gladstone has been prompt to place the 
responsibility for some of the riotous sceaes 
now going on in Eagland on his Tory oppo- 
nent, Lord Salisbury. Speaking at Chester 
Saturday night after he had been struck in 
the eye the Liberal leader said: “For the 
first time in our history the Prime Minister is 
a firebrand in the land. This will be the text 
for many a political sermon during the next 
three weeks. The Tories will be more careful 
about their rowdies hereafter. 

Disorder, violence, and rowdyism seem to 
be inseparable from elections in England and 
Ireland. The stringent laws against intimida- 
tion and liquor- treating passed by the Liber- 
als seem to have but slight effect. The brew- 
ers, distillers, and publicans (saloonkeepers) 
are all on the side of the Tories in En- 


gland and supply plenty of drink 
to the mobs who sustain the Tory 
candidates. The Redmondites in Ireland 


seem to be composed mostly of distillers, 
public-house (saloon) keepers, and their cus- 
tomers. They supply the fighting stimulus 
for the riotous scenes in the Irish cities. In 
Cork one of the Parliamentary candidates 
is a distiller. 

Atarecent election in East Dorsetshire in 
the South of England half of the Tory voters 
were in an inebriated condition when they 
cast their ballots, and about 200 voting papers 
were destroyed by them at one polling station. 
The Radical mobs of London, composed 
mostly of dock workers, costermongers, and 
that rough class, do not require the stimulus 
of drink to break up meetings. When the 
Tory speakers hurl their metaphorical bricks 
or cabbage heads, as the case may be, at the 
Grand Old Man the Radical costermonger is 
likely to retaliate with the material articles. 
Mr. H. M. Stanley and the Chamberlains have 
recently found this out to their cost. They 
manage matters better in Wales and Scotland, 
where the people agree to disagree. 
In this country the voters of one party 
as arule keep away from the meetings of the 
other party. In England this is not the case. 
For this reason adinission to the meetings in 
the large English towns is by ticket. But 
this does not always prevent disturbance or 
inure to the benefit of the candidates. It has 
frequently happened since the campaign 
opened in Britain that when, after the close 
of the meetings, a vote of confidence in the 


candidates is proposed, it is met by a no-con- 


fidence amendment which is not infrequently 
earried, Mr. Balfour was treated to a no- 
confidence vote in Manchester a week ago, 
and Mr. Leonard Courtenay, the Unionist 
member for one of the Cornwall seats, has not 
thus far been able to obtain a vote of confi- 
dence at any of his meetings. And yet the 
British editors are coustantly lecturing Amer- 
icans about the decenoi ies of 2 life. 


MEANS. 

The Democratic tariff plank says: 

We declare it to be a fundamental principle of 
the Democratic party that the Federal Govern- 
ment has no constitutional power to impose and 
collect tariff duties except for the purpose of rev- 
enue only, and we demand that the collection of 
such taxes shall be limited to the necessities of 
the government, when honestly and economically 
administered. 

That is to say, a duty which does something 
‘besides raising revenue is an unconstitutional 
duty. If it produces some revenue and also 
affords some protection to an American manu- 
facturer against imported goods it is uncon- 
stitutional. The only duties recognized as 
constitutional by the Democratic platform are 
those which furnish revenue but cannot give 
protection. Hence the Springfield Republican 
(Mug.-Dem.) errs when it says: 

To the Democratic party the raising of revenue 
is the only legitimate object of the imposition of 
duty. and other considerations, such as those of 
„protection to infant industries.“ must be inci- 
dental, wholly dependent upon the conditions of 
the time and country. 

The platform utterly repudiates the in- 
cidental protection on which the Democrats 
defeated Clay in 1844 and elected Cleveland in 
1884. Where protection begins, even though 
it be “‘ incidental,’’ unconstitutionatity begins 
there also, according to their new position. 
The platform contemplates raising custom- 
house revenues simply by duties which cannot 
protect, because levied only on non-com- 
petitive products. 

Some Democratic papers, while admitting 
the free trade character of the platform, say 
that the revenue requirements of the govern- 
ment are such that it will be necessary to con- 
tinue to impose duties on competitive goods 
for a long time to come, perhaps forever. 
But they have no warrant in their platform 
for so claiming. The alleged needs of the 
government cannot be made a pretext for 
promising the continuance of asystem which 
the Democratic platform declares is unconsti- 
tutional and a grievous burden on the con- 
sumer. If the Democrats win the election 
there is nothing to prevent their putting their 
tariff theories in operation at an extra session 
next March and thus avoid any further al- 
leged violation of the Constitution and at the 
same time furnish the people with the cheap 
manufactures of Europe, letting American 
mill and factory hands take such free trade 
wages as can be paid them or tramp. 
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RAISING REVENUE ON FREE TRADE PRIN- 
CIPLES. 

Those who say that a protective tariff must 
be retained as a revenue necessity because 
money enough.cannot otherwise be procured 
for the support of the government are im- 
mensely mistaken. The amount of money 
collected by customs duties during the fiscal 
year now closing will be from 175 millions to 
185 millions. Nothing would be easier than 
to collect an equivalent sum by a few duties 
levied according to the English model on non- 
competitive goods, 

Following is the revenue which would have 
been raiseti had the subjoined articles paid the 
duties named during the fiscal year 1890.91:

This is lees than the prevent tariff collections 
on everything, but the receipts from the duties 
on wine, spirits, malt liquor, and tobacco, 


which are luxuries, amount to about twenty- 


one millions. They would, of course, be re- 
tained. The total receipts under the proposed 


new Democratic system would be about $160,- 


000,000. That would be close enough, espe- 


cially as the imports of coffee, sugar, etc., 


were much larger for the fiscal year now 
closing than for the preceding year, and 
each year they would be larger. Hence it is 
an easy matter to take off all the protective 
duties on iron and steel and all the metals, 
textile fabrics, pottery of all kinds, glass and 
glassware, wooden ware, leather ware, and 
the long roll of protected products, and yet 
get with ease from non-competitive imports as 
much money as the present tariff furnishes. If 
more revenue should be needed the internal 
revenue would furnish it withease. Half a 
dollar more a barrel on beer, or a little over a 
cont a gallon, would give fourteen million 
dollars. Thirty-five cents a gallon more on 
whisky would give thirty million dollars more 
revenue, A return to the old tobacco taxes 
would add ten millions more. That would 
make fifty-four millions on luxuries. 

Therefore nothing stands in the way of in- 
troducing immediate free trade if the; Demo- 
crats win next November. Those Democratic 
papers which assert the contrary and say that 
while Cleveland’s election would be a victory 
for the free-trade theory, it could not mean 
putting it in operation, are perverting the 
facts to fool the voters. They are cowardly 
sneaks who are nuw afraid ot their own 
medicine. 


THE JUSTIN HIGH EXPLOSIVE EXPERI- 
MENTS. 

The official test before the United States 
Board of Ordnance of Dr. Justin’s dynamite 
projectile, made at Perryville, N. I., Monday, 
seems to have been entirely successful, and 
gives assurance of a radical revolution in the 
matter of national defense. Although the 
tests are not yet completed they have gone 
far enough to justify all the claims made by 
Dr. Justin. In the first tests ordinary 
powder was used as the projecting force from 
ordinary cannons, the two guns used being a 
5-inch Parrot rifle and a 9-inch Blakely rifle. 
The small shells used weighed 56% pounds 
unfilled, and carried 644 pounds of explosive 
gelatine. The astonishing results are stated 


thus: 

One was sent through a steel armor plate flve- 
eighths of an inch thick, standing befofe an earth 
butt, into which it penetrated seventeen foet 
without exploding. One like the others, except 
that it contained only five pounds of explosives, 
passed through the plate and was exploded by a 
delayed action fuse inside of the butt of oarth. 
Seven, of the nine-inch shells were fired; three 
weistfod when empty 225 pounds each and car- 
ried thirty-four pounds of explosive gelatine, 
three weighed when empty 214 pounds each and 
each carried 36% pounds of explosive. These six 
were successfully discharged against the rock tar- 
get. The last shot was a nine-iach shell with 
arinor-piercing point. It weighed when empty 
254 pounds and contained thirty pounds of ex- 
plosive. It was fitted with a delayed-action fuse 
and was discharged against a three-inch armor 
plate of steel backed by timber. The shell went 
through the plate and far into the backing, where 
it exploded, causing great damage. 

The advantages of this system of high explo- 
sives are numerous, With a 12-inch gun a mis- 
sile containing 100 pounds of dynamite can be 
sent ten miles. It can be regulated with a fuse 
so as to explode at any time wanted. As it 
does not explode by concussion, as was shown 
by the shells thrown against a rock precipice, 
there is no danger the shell will explode in 
the gun oratany except the essential point. 
In fact, the explosion can be controlled 
exactly by the operator. As another report 


of the tests says: 

The firstshell Dr. Justin arranged so that it went 
with terrific force into the solid rock of the 
gorge and the charge did notexplode. This is 
something never attempted. Ten minutes later 
be sent another shell, also from the Parrott. The 
firing-pin was adjusted, and the fuse was ar- 
ranged to cause an explosion at the moment of 
contact. There was a report as the shell left the 
gun. It was immediately followed by another as 


the shell exploded. Huge blocks of rocks tum- 


bled to the bottom of the ra¥ine. The members 
of the board seemed pleased at the results. 

The practical result of high explosives like 
these is they will put a fleet unarmed cruiser 
on an equal footing with an ironclad, as it 
can stand off and hurl dynamite shells with 
precision and force enough to sink any war 
vessel. It also solves the problem of harbor 
defense. We have guus enough, but hitherée 
they have been useless as against an enemy’s 
fleet armed with modern improved ordnance, 
With these high explosives, however, it will be 
an easy matter to provide and equip guns 
enough to stand off any ironclad fleet. By 
their use also a British inyasion of the great 
lakes via the St. Lawrence River can be pre- 
vented easily at Point Levi, opposite Quebec, 
when occupied by our forces, and at many 
other points. 

Should the remaining tests prove as success- 
ful as those alroady made many important 
problems will be solved on sea and land in the 
matter of national defense. Properly utilized 
the Justin high explosive system will afford 
complete protection to our ocean and lake 
ports, and make us invulnerable at sea. Best 
of all, it will be a protection and not a destroy- 
ing agency. With such terrible cannons/as 
these, throwing shells filled with dynamite, 
the probabilities of foreign attack will be less- 
ened. The days of close-quarter fighting will 
be over and the sacrifice of life will be de- 
creased.

THE new Pasadena —— on Mount 
Wilson, a peak on the Sierra Nevada range, 
which is the property of Harvard University, 
will soon rival the attractions of the famous 
Lick Observatory at Mount Hamilton, on 
the Coast range south of San Francisco. The 
latter observatory, though accessible only by 
stage from San José, twenty-six mules, and a 
night’s ride at that, much of the way up hill, 
draws large numbers of visitors. Prof. 
Lowe’s mountain railroad scheme, however, 
is destined to place the Mount Wilson Ob- 
servatory in a position where it will eclipse 
that at Mount Hamilton in drawing power. 
This scheme includes an easy railroad ride 
from Los Angeles to Pasadena, eight 
miles, on the Santa Fe railway or 
the Terminal railway, then up the 
mountain by cable road two miles. 
there connecting with an electric road 
running along the crest in close 
vicinity to the Harvard Observatory. The 
observatory itself bas a forty-inch telescope 
with a considerably larger lens than the Lick 
at Mount Hamilton. When on the summit 
the traveler is richly repaid by the outlook. 
He will be 6,500 feet nearer the stars, and he 
will have spread out before him forty miles

snow-capped San Bernardino range to the 
eastward; the San Diego Valley away south, 
and to the west Santa Barbara and the ocean 
and its islands fora long distance seaward. 


He can see all over Southern California. The 


road is now being rapidly constructed, and 
once in running order the Mount Wilson 
Observatory, near Pasadena, and the grand 
outlook from the mountain top will be one of 
the greatest attractions of all California. 
Tens of thousands of tourists will make the 
climb for the sake of the magnificent views. 


Tue percentage of gold certificates received 
at New York for customs declined to 6.4 per 
cent for the second decade of days in June, as 
against 8.8 percent for the ten days next pre- 
ceding. The legal tender notes increased to 
30 per cent, and 62 per cent of the total re- 
ceipts were in silver certificates and the new 
Treasury notes issued under the silver law of 
1890. The Treasury holdings of gold area 
trifle over $115,000,000, and it issaid the House 
Judiciary Committee at Washington has un- 
der consideration a proposal to ask Congress 
to pass on the question whether or nota gold 
reserve of $100,000,000 is required by law. The 
com mittee is divided in opinion on the sub- 
ject, and it is understood that some of its 
members do not regard this as a fa- 
vorable time for agitating the question. 
The low condition of the gold fund should 
rather be taken asareason for selling off 
some of the surplus silver and agreeing to de- 
liver out the rest as called for at the rate of a 
dollar's worth of silver for each dollar named 
on the certificates presented for redemption. 
Then let the Sherman bill ordering the pur- 
chase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver per month 
be suspended or repeaied. That would be a 
far better: way of dealing with the situation 
than to authorize the reduction of the gold in 
the Treasury below the $100,000,000 limit.

Many of the framers of the Constitution 
were members of the First National Congress 
which passed an act having the following pre- 
amble: 

WHereas, It is necessary for the support of gov- 
ernment, forthe discharge of the debts of the 
United States, and the encouragement and pro- 
tection of manufactures that duties be laid on 
goods, wares, and merchandise imported, eto. 

It being evident from this that the Demo- 
crates are not in sympathy with the views of 
the framers of the American Constitution, of 
whom Washington was one, as to the consti- 
tutionality of protection, it becomes a matter 
of curiosity where they went for their tariff 
plank. It will be found in the Constitution of 
the so-called Confederate States of America, 
in session in Montgomery, Ala., and it reads 
as follows: 

The Congress shall have power to lay and col- 
lect taxes, duties, and excises for revenue only, 
necessary to pay the debts, provide for the com- 
mou defense, and carry on the Government of 
the Confederate States; but no bounties shall be 
grauted from the Treasury; nor shall any duties 
or taxes ou importations from foreign pations be 
laid to promote or foster any branch of industry. 

This is one but not the only point where 
the Democrats of today and thé Democratic 
rebels of 1861-’65 stand on common ground and 
in complete sympathy against the industrial 
interests of the North. 


An Electric Railroad into the Yosemite. 

It will be a pleasant announcement for tourists 
and pleasure-seckers that the present difficulties 
of access into the Yosemite Valley and the Big 
Tree region of California may soon be overcome: 
by the business enterprise and scientific knowl- 
edge of Prof. T. S. C. Lowe of Pasadena, who has

The present route to the Yosemite Valley is along 
and much of it an exceedingly wearisome one, 
After starting for San Francisco and riding to a 
station near Fresno, on the Southern California 
railroad, the traveler is confronted with two days 
of hard staging. The first day’s ride, about forty- 
tive miles, brings him to the foothills of the great 
Sierra Nevada range. The second day's ride 
brings him to the timber land where the big trees 
are and the great sugar pines, seven or eight thou- 


sand feet above the sea, and then there is a de- 


scent of four thousand feet in half a dozen miles 
into the wonderful valley. it is this fatiguing 
two days’ ride which debars most people from 
making the trip. An effort has been made to in- 
duc» the Southern Pacific to build a narrow- 
gauge road along the valley of the Merced River 
into the Valley; but the expense of the 
undertaking, the heavy grades to be over- 
come, the great cost of coal for locomo- 
tives, and the fact that it would not 
pay, since the valley is not visited by tourists 
more than two or three months in the spring—the 
winter there being too cold—have stocd in the 
way of its construction. Prof. Lowe, however, 
has solved the problem of cost and profit by his 
scheme of an electric road, power to be found in 
the abundant water now running waste from the 
Merced River, which has a fail of some 3,500 feet 
in the first. twenty miles out of the valley. There 
is plenty of power to run electric cars which can 
climb grades of several hundred feet to the mile 
with ease. A narrow-gauge road with cheap 
water power to produce the electricity will bring 
tens of thousands of tourists to the Yosemite and 
the Big Tree Grove easily and cheaply, instead of, 
as now, being compelled to make two days of 
hard staging each way and at a heavy ¢ xpense.

WILLIAM JAMES CAMPBELL, 


Sketch of the New Chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee, 
William James Campbell was born in Phila- 
delphia Dec. 12, 1852. He is the only son of 
John and Mary Campbell, sturdy, religious, 
Scotch-Irish folk. They came West when 


‘their son William was yet ababy,and settled in 


Bloom, one of the townships of Cook County, 
about twenty miles southwest of the court- 
house, where they have resided ever since. 
After a common and, high-school education 
here William was senf to; the University of 
Pennsylvania. He left there before obtaining 
his degree, and attended the Union Col- 
lege of Law. where he gradu- 
ated. From the law school, he entered 
the law-office of W. C. Goudy, where he 
studied for two years. He then practiced his 
proféssion alone for two years, when the pres- 
ent partnership of Campbell & Custer was 
formed. He married Miss Rebecca McEl- 
downey of Bioom in 1877. : 

The Campbell home is at Riverside, where 
he has a beautiful residence. Five children, 
one girl aud four boys, add to the enjoyments 
of Mr. Campbell's home life. He is a mem- 
ber of the Chicago and Union League clubs 
and of the Riverside Presbyterian Church. 

Mr. Campbell comes from a Republican 
family and has always lived up to the faith of 
his fathers. From 1878 to 1886 he represented 
the country districts of Cook County in 
the Illinois Senate, of which body he 
was President part of the time. He was a 
delegate to the W ta conventions of 


1880, 1 and He became a 
member of the National commit- 
tee from Illinois last ear to 
succeed George R. Davis, resigned. Shortly 
afterwards he was elected a member of the 
Executive committee of that body. At Min- 
neapolis the IIlinois delegates reélected Mr.

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WARD GARBAGE CLEANING DE- 
CLARED UNSATISFACTORY. 


By a Decisive Vote the Aldermen Recom- 
mend That McGovern and Fox Be De- 
prived of Their Job and Proper Steps 
Taken to Protect the Public—The New 
Subway Ordinance Comes Up for Con- 
sideration—The New Levy for the Ex- 
penses of 1892 Passed—Other Matters, 

By a vote of 39 to 18 the Council last night 
in effect passed a vote of censure on the city 


administration, and the Health Department 


branch of it especially, for having failed to 
properly enforce the scavenger contracts. The 
censure would have been more effective had 
not the Council been prematurely adjourned 


on the motion of Ald. Gahan. 


Ald. M. J. O’Brien introduced the resolu- 
tion printed below. Ald. Bidwill moved that 
they be referred to the Finance committee. 
Ald, O’Brien promptly moved a suspension of 
the rules. He said the people of his ward 
complained of the scandalous condition of the 
alleys. He had complained to the health 
authorities, No attention had been paid to 
his complaint. Action by the Council was 
necessary in order to obtain proper service. 
The resolutions are as follows: 

WuHereas, McGovern & Fox, the scavenger con- 
tractors of the Nineteenth Ward, have notorious- 
ly failed tofultill the terms of their agreement 
with the city, especially in that part of the ward 
east of Halsted street, where the property-own- 
ers, industrious citizens, make almost unanimous 
complaint of the vile, filthy, and unsanitary con- 
dition of the alleys, which, on account of the re- 
cent rains and the warm weather, threaten an 
epidemic; and. 

WHEREAS, Remonstrances addressed to the 
Health Department concerning this scandalous 
state of affairs have been so far treated with dis- 
courtesy and contempt, : 

Resolved, That the Health Commissioner be di- 
rected to rescind the coytract with said Me- 
Govern & Fox, and take such other measures as 
will insure a proper scavenger service for the 
Nineteenth Ward, and that the City Law Depart- 
ment cooperate with the Health Commissioners 
to that end, 

Resolved, Further, that the Health Commission- 
er be directed to report to the Council at its next 
regular meeting what he has done in the prem- 
ises.

A Rather Stormy Session. 

The brief session preceding this action had 
been rather stormy.

ON TRIAL FOR AN OLD MURDER, 
— 


The Prisoners Had Blackmailed Officials 
and Were Released. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. |! 

Berry, June 27.—The trial of a case with 
highly sensational features has begun here 
and is being coaducted privately. The pris- 
oners are a potter named Heinze and his wife, 
both of disreputable character. They are ac- 
cused of the murder of a night-watchman 
named Braun on the night of Sept. 27, 
1887. Braun's body was found the next 
morning, within the railings of St. Elizabeth’s 
Church, in the Invalids strasse, suspended from 
a tree. There were two terrible wounds in the 
head. Snuff was scattered all over the ground, 
and also on Braun’s face. It was apparent 
that the snuff had been used to blind the man. 
Heinze and his wife were arrested in April, 
1890, the murder up to that time having re- 
mained a mystery. The woman finally con- 
fessed out of spite against Heinze. Strange 
to say, however, the accused were both re- 
leased. 

The woman, besides being a street-walker, 
had often served the police as an informer, 
and had incidentally put several police offi- 
cials in a position to be blackmailed. Her so- 
called husband was in reality a Souteneur,“ 
and his threats of making exposures which 
would stir high i circles’ in 
to their foundations was an 
tional reason for the action 
the police in abandoning the case. But the 
release of the prisioners, after a confession 
had been made, caused a scandal in the 
quarters where it became known, and finally 
the higher officials of the Interior Department 
found it advisable to order the suspects re- 
arrested. They were put on trial last Novem- 
ber. One of matters offered in 
evidence was a letter from one Franz Just, in 
Chicago, in which he offered to give the names 
of the murderers for 100 marks; A com- 
missioner was sent to Chicago, who recent 
returned with J ust’s affidavit. The secrecy wit 
which the trial is conducted is due to an ex- 
pression of the Emperor’s desire that the dis- 
gusting testimony be not made public.

It is not hard work—the digging of graves 
in this cemetery. The first foot of soil is rich 
loam, but when this is removed water appears, 
and when the requisite depth is reached itis 
not uncommon for two or three feet of water 
to be standing in the opening soon to be oc- 
cupied by the inanimate remains of some hu- 
man being. It does no good to bail it out. 
The springs, or whatever the sources of the 
underground flow may be, are never failing, 
and in two hours the bailmg-out proc- 
ess would have to be repeated again. 
This is where the system of Messrs. Zwiar- 
dowski and Wilfred comes into play. They 
let the water stand in the grave until the 
fiineral train reaches the -cemetery gates. 
Then Mr. Wilfred hurries to the pyramid- 
like tower which stands at the entrance to the 
grounds, and with measured stroke of arm he 
rings out a sorrowful dirge on the resonant 
bell that hangs therein. This ringing serves a 
two-fold purpose. When the tones of the bell 
strike the ears of the assistant grave dig- 
gers they at once proceed to the grave to be 
used and bail out the water that in some 


tases rises to the level of the ground. They 


use three tin buckets, which will hold be- 
tween two and three gallons, attached to long, 
crooked handies, and constant use has made 
them experts. In ten minutes, before the 
coffin and the sorrowing procession has had 
time to reach the spot, they are generally 
through and out of sight. Sometimes, how- 
ever, when the grave is near the source of 
supply, it is abeolutely impossible to remove 
all the water and it is not uncommon for a 
coffin to be lowered into three or four inches 
of liquid mud. The bailers-out are generally 
kept busy, as many as eighteen funerals tak-

ing place a day. The cemetery for the last 
few years has been used by the congregations 
of several Bohemian and Polish Roman 
Catholic churches, and since 1890 the funerals 
have averaged 150 a month. 

The cemetery is filled with graves, some 
of them being but one foot apart, while be- 
tween others there is a space varying from 
two to three and one-half feet. Each grave is 
surmounted by a wooden cross, and on some 
of the family lots there are monuments. The 
cemetery has been overcrowded, and for this 
reason it has become necessary to purchase 
an additional tract of forty acres. It is sit- 
uated directly opposite the present grounds, 
west of the Norwood Park 


of the old cemetery. The drainage from 
this addition is carried to the old grounds and 
then takes the same course to the river and the 
lake, Yesterday the cemetery was covered 
with pools of stagnant water, and the result 
of the recent flood was slowly finding its way 
to the North Branch by means of sewer pipes.

Emperor William Christens the New Dis- 
patch Boat Hohenzollern. 
Srxrrix, June 7.— Emperor William today 


launched at the shipbuilding works here a. 


new dispatch boat. He said that the light and 
slender build of the vessel showed that she 
was dedicated to works of peace. She would 
give joy to the children of the imperial house 
and to the exalted mother of her country. 
Continuing, his Majesty said: 

This vessel shall bear the name of the citadel in 
Swabia which gave its name to the royal race 
with which I am_conngcted. re ideas are to

About 
two years ago I, in company with other prop- 
erty-owners, employed a surveyor to ascert@in 
the inline of the land along the line of the 
Eighty-seventh street ditch. The ditch itself 
was found to be almost worthless owing to the 
negiect that it had suffered at the h of the 
city. It was also found that, owimg to a de- 
pression in the land between the Lifinois Cen- 
tral and Stony Island avenue, it was almost 
impossible to cause the drainage to flow 
eastward from Stony Island avenue into Lake 
Michigan. 

Suggested a Remedy. 

Commissioner of Public Works J. Frank 
Aldrich went over the ground and suggested a 
remedy that had been considered before by 
some of the property-owners. It was to lead 
the water in the Highty-seventh street ditch 
westward from the property adjoining Lake 
Michigan and eastward from Vincennes ave- 
nue into a ditch mnnuing along Stony Island 
avenue and into Lake Calumet. A couple of 
rotary pumps and small dikes at the intersec- 
tion of thediteh and Lake Calumet would 
effectually keep the waters of the lake from 
backing up into the diteh under the influence 
of east winds.

merchant $2,000 for putting a tube in his child’s

RR WAS WELL KNOWN IN CHICAGO. 


E. L. Sheldon Once a Partner of George 
Carpenter. 

E. L. Sheldon, whose death was announced 
in Tun Txrisunzg yesterday morning, was well 
known in Chicago, He made his start in life 
here, was married to a Chicago woman, and 
lived here until his connection with the firm 
of Jarvis, Conkling & Co. of Kansas City and 
his appointment as manager of the London 
branch of the firm. He is best known in Chi- 
cago through his connection with the Star 
Lecture course, a name which has been adopt- 
ed by a local manager, but which was origi- 
nated and owned by the firm of Carpenter & 
Sheldon, of which E. L. Sheldon was a mem- 
ber. George Carpenter, the other partner, 
was the founder of Central Music Hall. 

Milward Adams knew Mr. Sheldon well. As 
a boy he had been a clerk in Carpenter & 
Sheldon’s office, and the friendship that grew 
up between them lasted through to the time 
of Mr. Sheldon’s death. 

“TI knew Mr. Sheldon well,“ said Mr. 
Adams yesterday. He was in my office only 
three weeks ago on his way to London after a 
business visit to Kansas City. At that time 
he seemed thoroughly well and strong, and the 
news of his death was a painful surprise to 
me. I was only a boy when I first knew him, 
and, though we have been good friends, I am 
not familiar with his early history, except in 
a general way. When he was in Chicago he 
always called upon me, and I never failed to 
visit him when in London. | 

„Mr. Sheldon was born in Climax Prairie, 
Mich., in 1849 and came to Chicago about the 
time of the fire. The exact year I donot 
know. He had studied both law and 
medicine, and after his arrival in Chicago he 
began the practice of law witha Mr. Magee, 
who is still alive, I believe. Not long after 
he, with George Carpenter, started the Star 
Lecture Course, which was continued uutil the 
winter of 1877.78. After the fire the forms of 
amusement most in favor ih Chicago were 
lectures and concerts and the Star ture 
Course, embracing both, was started to meet 
the want. Concerts were given in South and 
West Side churches and the lectures in down- 
town halls, and the firm was very successful.

THE ILLINOIS BICYCLE MEET, 


Twenty Races to Be Contested—Century 
Koad Club Work—Recent Record. 

There are twenty races to be contested July 4 
and 5 at Springfield on the occasion of the Illinois 
State Division meet. Among them are five cham- 
pionship events—the quarter-mile, half-mile, 
mile, and two-mile, together with the one-mile 
championship of the Capital Oity Cycling club. 
The prize list is an unusually valuable one. Ten 
events will be run off each day, and at the con- 
clusion of the last day’s sport trials against time 
will be made if the wind has died away and the 
weather is favorable, The only thing that causes 
the least anxiety, either to the racing men or to 
those who will witness their efforts, is the uncer- 
tainty which surrounds the choice of track on 
which the races shall be run. The racing men 
hold out for the mile trotting track, the surface 
of which is as hard and firm and fast as the un- 
approachable track at Peoria, on which so many 
records have been made. It would appear, how- 
ever, that the desire of the racing men may be 
brushed aside and that the races will be ridden 
on the new four-lap cinder track, which has been 
specially constructed for this meeting. 

With far more eagerness than is 222 on 
the surface, the wheelmen all over the country 
are waiting for the formation of the road’s record 
association which is aboat to be evolved from the 
Century Road club of America. Although tke 
organization is as yet in a chrysalis form, its 
fame has spread from one end of the country to 
the other, and the temporary officers, who are 
doing duty till the association can be made per- 
manent, are in daily receipt of letters advising 
them of trials made and successfully accom- 

lished, or trials about to be made. No sooner 

ad Rands of Buffalo accomplished his remark- 
able record ride of twenty-five miles in one hour 
fifteen minutes and ait seconds, than Tem- 
porary President W. C. Thorne had undisputed 
evidence of the 333 of the record in 
front of him. A few fellows scattered around the 
country. not understanding the purpose of the 
organization, fired in claims of the most ridicu- 
lous sort. One man living outside Oskaloosa had 
the hardihood to claim a record for having trav- 
eled between the postoffice of his town and some 
corner lot a few miles outside of it in somethi 
less than half an hour. Inabout a month, wit 
au extremely liberal allowance, the association 
will be in shape to handle all records which prop- 
erly come within its domain. In the meantime ‘ 
it is prepared to receive, on probation, all such 
records as are duly authenticated, and allow 
them when the temporary organization becomes 
permanent. 

From the fact that next Saturday most of the 
speed wheelmen will be out of town and in at- 
tendance at the races at Springfield neither the 
Chicago club nor the IIIinois club will hold their 
handicap races. 

July 9 the Chicago Cycling club, in addition to 
its regular handicap races, which it confines to 
members of its own club at the Saturday mat- 
inées on the Parkside track, will throw open to 
all the other clubs of the city two of the events 
on the program. One of these will be a five-mile 
handicap and the other a one-mile scratch event. 
In these, as in all the other races, gold ana silver 
souvenirs will be awarded those who finish first 
and second, The entries close next Saturda

B. Young.

Improving Its Terminals. 

The Chicago and Northern Pacific is making 
important termina! improvements in this city. 
The suburban line from Harvey and Blue 
Island to Ogden avenue will be completed by 
the middle of next week, but it is noy pro- 
posed to double-track the main line ag far as 
the suburban trains run, so as to greatly facil- 
itate matters in the handling of freight as well 
as passenger trains.

COMMISSIONERS ARE HOT AFTER 


THE COUNTY TREASUBER, 


They Want to Look Into the Safe and Dis- 

cover in What Bank, if Any, the Funds 

Are Deposited—Then They Will Make 

a Formal Demand for the Interest—An 

Investigation Under Oath—City Beats 

the Illinois Central Again— Municipal 
Matters. 

When County Treasurer Kern reaches his 
office at 9 o’clock this morning he will find 
President Green and the Finance committee 
of the County Board waiting to see him. 
he be five minutes or even two hours late tm 
chances are ten to one that the county leg 
lators will still be there, for they are ext 
ly anxious to interview the custodian gt the 
funds of Cook County. They also 
see the inside of the big vault in 
money is kept, or said to be kept, because it 
bears no interest, and before theif morning 
call is at an end they will make n effort to 
count the coin and inspect the books. In 
fact, from the way the Commissioners opened 
war on Mr. Kern yestehay afternoon, 
it looks as if it means to leave unturned no 
stone which blocks the flow of interest on the 
county funds into the yatlts of the County 
Treasury. They mad an effort to get at the 
money during the aff@tnoon, but failed be- 
cause the safe was Jécked. 

The Commissiopérs do not expect to find 
the county’s money in the vault, but they ex- 

to learn the bank in which it is deposited. 
Vith that information they can discover what 
interest, if amy, is paid, and if they learn that 
will be in a position to state positively that 
the Treasurer does receive interest and 
to make a demand for it. County-Attorney 
Heury evtiined the campaign when, in an 
opinion as to whether the board had the right 
to deeapitate the Treasurer if he refused to 
tell in what banks the county’s money was 
d ited, he answered that the board had not, 
that it had the power to go into the vaults 
and count the money, and, failing to find it 
there, to put the Treasurer on oath as to whe 
it was. ‘ 
Denied the Board's Request. 

Some time ago the board passed a resolu- 
tion instructing the Finance com mittee to in- 
quire into the doings of the Treasurer’s office, 
This resolution is einbodied iu the following 
letter from Mr. Kern, which reached Commis 
sioner Cool just before the meeting of the 
board yesterday, and which he presented to 
the board when it went into session: 

Hon. Nelson A. Coon, Chairman Finance Com- 


mittee—Dear Sir: In answer to your request of 
this date to comply with the following resolu- 


tion: 

“Resolved, That the Finance committee is 
hereby directed to ascertain and report to this 
board at its next mee the amount of funds in 
the County Treasuret’s hands on the Ist day of 
June, 1892, and what amount of said funds be- 
longed to the State, county, cities, vill towns 
or school districts, or other corporations, desig- 
nating the city, village, town or school district or 
other corporations, including the State, with the 
amount belonging to each.“ 

I must say t it is impossible for me to comply 
with same, as the drawing off of the several 
amounts collected June 1 for the respective 
towns, villages, school districts, etc., would 
necessitate the closing of the Collector’s war- 
rants, which are now in constant use. These sev- 


eral credits cannot be ascertained until the col- 


lecting season is over, about the Ist of November, 
when the list of uncollected taxes is made up and 
final settlement is made with the different au- 
thorities. Respectfully yours,

to do with that resolution,” said Commis- 
sioner Allen. “ There is evidently an at- 
tempt to juggle and not give tho information 
this board needs.

First, said committee are hereby directed to 
count the cash public funds in the hands of said 
Treasurer and ex-officio Collector, whether in the 
vaultsofsaid Treasurer or elsewhere, and. if 
found necessary, to examine said Treasurer under 
oath touching said funds.

CITY GAINS ONE MORE VICTURY, 


Motion to Dismiss Its Sait Against the II- 
linois Central Denied. 

Judge Baker yesterday denied the motion 

of the Dlinois Central railroad company to 

dismiss the city’s petition to condemn that 


sixth, Sixtieth, 
ninth streets. A i 

The petition was filed by the city over a 
year ago. Since that time the railroad com- 
pany has been attempting in the courts to 
hinder the city’s contemplated action. It was 
refused an injunction to restrain the city from 
commencing proceedings. An appeal was 
taken, and the Supreme Court affirmed the 
decision of the lower court. Judge Baker 
was then asked to dismiss the peti- 
tion on the grounds that if 
the streets in question were opened 
it would be physically impossible for the 
road to conduct its business because of the 
volame of traffic that would be continually 
crissing its tracks. After Judge Baker had 
denied this motion the company’s attorney 
moved for an order on the city requiring a 
definite statement as to the level with refer- 
ence to the grade of the tracks at whieh the 
proposed streets would be made to cross the 
tracks, This motion was also denied by the 
court. 

So far the city has been victorious in every 
move made by the respondenta. Judge Baker 
in his decision of yesterday held that the mat - 
ter of opening public streets rested entirely 
with the City Council and that the courts had 
no power to review action taken by that body. 
Corporation Counsel Miller was elated over 

court’s decision. He said that Judge 
Baker’s ruling was in gg oe with former de- 
cisions in the Chancery Court, and while the 
decision was not final, yet it was a definite 
judicial statement as to the power delegated 
to the City Council in the matter of opening 
streets, etc. 

The trial of the case is set before Judge 
Baker Friday of this week. 


His HONOR ON FIRECRACKERS. 


He Issues a Proclamation Regarding the 
Fourth of July Celebration. 

Mayor Washburne yesterday issued the fol- 
lowing proclamation : 

Mayor's Orion. Curcaco, June 27.—It is ap- 
8 that the anniversary of the Declaration 
of Independence should be fittingly observed. 
Custom has established as a proper expression of 
our patriotism and gratitude for the liberties we 
enjoy the use and play of fireworks, but such 
observances should be made with due regard for 
the preservation of life and limb, and the rights 
of property. By virtue of municipal ordinances 
the Mayor is vested with discretion as to the use 
and display of fireworks in the streets, alleys, and 
public places of the City of Chicago. 

Now, therefore, in the exercise of such discre- 
tion. public proclamation is hereby made that the 
proper use and display of fireworks, squibs, rock- 
ets, crackers, 44. 7 and other ex- 
plosives within the City of Chicago will be per- 
mitted on vacant lots, in and upon the streets 
and the public parks and grounds under the con- 
trol of the city authorities on the Fourth of Jul 
next between hours of 4 o’clock a. m. and mid- 
night, subject, however, to the following restric- 


tions: 

The discharge of fireworks, firecrackers, gun- 
powder, or any other explosives in any alley, back 
yore. ox other confined -space is positiv pro- 

ited. 

The discharge of cannons, guns, istols, revolv- 
ers, or other firearms 1s hereby absolutely pro- 
hibited undor a penalty of $10 for each offense. 

The sale or gift of toy pistols or metal or paper 
caps to children is hereby absolutely prohibited. 
Any violation of this provision will subject the 
offender to arrest and a fine of $50. 

Parents are especially requested to protect their 
children against dangers resulting from the use of 
such toy pistols and percussion caps and other 
dangerous explosives. 

The police are hereby ordered to be vigilant 
and to exercise discreet authority in the enforce- 
ment of the restrictions of this proclamation. 

Dedlers are hereby notified that the ordi- 
nance prohibiting the sale of fireworks excepting 
in original package will not be enforced between 
June 26, 1892, and July 5, 1

BOILERS, ELEVATORS, AND BICYCLES, 


They Were Discussed Yesterday Afternoon 
by the Council Judiciary Committee. 

The Judiciary committee of the Council 
held a two-hour session yesterday afternoon 
with respect to the licensing and examination 
of engineers in charge of steam engines and 
steam boilers. Two ordinances were before 
the committee, the original ordinance which 
expired by limitation recently and an amended 
orditiance submitted by Ald. Pothoff asking 
these changes: That the examining board 
consist of three practical stationary engineers, 
that the licensing of boiler or water tenders 

be dispensed with, that three inspectors of 
boiler plants be appointed at a yearly salary 
of $1,000 each, and that the Secretary of the 
examining board be paid $1,000 yearly.”’ 

In support of. Ald. Pothoff’s motion Mr- 
Goldzier, attorney of the National Associa 
tion of Stationary) Engineers, was heard. A 
letter from the Robert Fulton Association of 
Stationary Engineers was read, disclaiming 
sympathy with the National association in 
their movement. President Kelly of the pres- 
ent examining board was heard in support of 
the old ordinance which was recommended to 
the Council for passage. 

An amendment to the present elevator 
ordinance asking that Sec. 2, which re- 
quires every Operator to take out a license, 
be stricken owt, was recommended for pas- 
sage. Ald. Pothoff’s bicycle ordinance, re- 
quiring a license of $2 yearly for every bicy- 
clist, limiting the rate of wheeling to four 
miles an hour, and regulating the distance at 
which bells must be rung, was filed,

MONTHLY MEETING OF THE MC- 
NICIPAL ORDER LEAGUE. 


Report of Miss Ada C. Sweet on Her Work 
Done During the Last Thirty Days—Cries 
of Fear and Disgust from All Parts of 
the City- Wat Is Urged Upon All 
Housekeepers—Proposed Project of the 
Women in the Matter of Crematories— 
Public Water Faucets, 

Those determined women who, under the 
name of the Municipal Order League, have 
bound themseltes to an effort to keep Chica- 
go’s streets and alleys clean met at the Sher- 
man House yesterday afternoon to discuss 
plans, Time does not weaken their resolu- 


tions. It rather strengthens them, and each 


fresh case of negligence on the part of the 
contractors and the City Fathers only incites 
them to more vigorous remonstrance and bet- 
ter-directed work. 

The report of Miss Ada C. Sweet. President 
of the league, on the general work accom- 
plished during the month of June was forcible 
and direct, and as showing the spirit which 
animates the organization was heartily ap- 
plauded by the assembled women. Muss 
Sweet said: : 

The investigations, reports, and general work 
of this association during the month of June have 
served to br home to me most forcibly un- 

aralleled conditions in this city. I do not be- 

ieve there exists in the civili world another 
city of a million inhabitants without any author- 
ized system whatever by which garbage and 
use matter can be dis of with some degree 
of regard to public bealth aud decency. hi 
cago there is no system, no plan for 
tion or even the safe disposition of the very worst 
and most dangerous kinds of garbage. The cre- 
mation of gar from which so much was ex- 
pected, bas been abandoned as a failure, and the 
city has no authorized dumping grounds what- 
erer. Wherever the loads of garbage are being 
placed by the contractors it is in violation of the 
city’s own ordinances, often in the face of in- 
junctions, end always to the danger of the life 
ana health of every onein the vicinity. Last 
March the Mayor confessed that the city had no 
— whatever where its garbage could be law- 

ully dumped. 

Cries from All Quarters.
